Murderer vows to continue 
neighbourhood watch duty

A CONVICTED murderer has pledged 
to keep on working for his local com¬ 
munity despite being fired as a Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch co-ordinator when 
his previous crime came to light. 

Graham Galloway, 66, from Kings- 
thorpe, Northampton, had been work¬ 
ing as the co-ordinator on his street 
since April 2010. 

Galloway was jailed for killing Bryan 
Barras in 1987 but was released on life 
licence in 2003. 

His previous conviction only came to 
light after Galloway was convicted of 
five counts of fraud for getting a false 
driving licence at Northampton Crown 
court last week. 

He was given a suspended sentence 
and ordered to do 200 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Once the Neighbourhood Watch 
was informed of his convictions, he was 
dismissed from his post. However, 
Galloway has vowed to carry on in his 
role. 

He said: “I don’t think I should have to 
stop working because I am the only 
active person in the area which is full of 
sheltered accommodation. 

“All the old people are asking if I am 
going to come back because I look after 
them.” 

Neighbourhood Watch has said that 
even though Galloway no longer repre¬ 
sents them there is nothing preventing 
him from continuing the work in his 
own way 

County chairman Ian Fearnley said: 
“In view of his convictions, I don’t really

University staff protest against job cut fears 


STAFF at the University of 
Northampton who are facing the 
axe took to campuses across the 
town yesterday in protest. 

The higher education institution 
is currently undergoing a review 
of some of its professional 
services - administrative, 
technical and specialist teams - 
which support the university’s 
operational activity and it is 
thought that 78 posts could be 


lost. This comes despite the 
university recently announcing 
that from next year it would be 
charging £8,500 per year to 
study there. 

The main protest took place 
outside the Senate building on 
Park Campus in Boughton Green 
Road and at one point the vice 
chancellor Nick Petford walked 
past the crowd. 

Martin Fage from Unison said: 


“The protest was in two parts. 
The first is against the 78 jobs 
that are set to go here at the 
university and the second is that 
way that the national 
Government is cutting the 
funding to higher education. 

“We feel like we are not being 
consulted properly on either 
matter.” 

The University of Northampton 
did not want to comment. 


Grant ‘gimmick’ will 
favour the articulate

THE Liberal Democrats have 
called a scheme in which 
community organisations pitch 
their idea to the county council 
for up to £20,000 a ‘Dragons’ Den 
gimmick.’ 

Community Action Grants at 
Northamptonshire County 
Council have been set up as part 
of the ‘Big Society’ and are 
designed to get groups who do 
not work with the council to get 
one-off funding for a year. 

More than £100,000 is to be 
handed out to organisations 
which will have to pitch their 


ideas to the authority to get a 
share of the cash. Each group can 
apply for between £10,000 and 
£ 20 , 000 . 

The ‘Dragons’ will comprise a 
range of people including cabinet 
members, youth representatives, 
media representatives and busi¬ 
ness people. Cabinet will decide 
who at a later date. 

Liberal Democrat Cllr Sally 
Beardsworth has criticised the 
Conservative administration at 
County Hall over the way the 
proposals have been put forward. 

She said: “This ‘Dragons’ Den’ 
idea is nothing more than a gim¬ 
mick from the Conservatives at 
County Hall. 


“They have slashed millions 
away from the voluntary sector 
over the last year, hitting the most 
vulnerable hardest. Many people 
in desperate need have had their 
support taken away as a result of 
the Conservative cuts. 

“Whilst I welcome £100,000 
being given out to those who 
need it, the Dragons’ Den propos¬ 
al is a drop in the ocean. 

“Not only that but it will clearly 
favour the articulate and disad¬ 
vantage those who the council 
should be trying to reach. 

“Those who need the help the 
most will be left behind yet 
again by Northamptonshire 
Conservatives.”

think it is a good idea for 
him to carry on his duties. 

“However, there is 
nothing that the 
Neighbourhood Watch 
could do if a member of 
public wants to be involved 
in crime prevention.” 

Galloway also claims that 
the police knew about his 
convictions, a suggestion 
Northamptonshire Police 
refute as they only started 
checking Neighbourhood 
Watch co-ordinators after 
he signed up. 

Chief Inspector Fay 
Tennet said: “In May 2010 
we introduced compulsory 
vetting of all who apply to 
become Neighbourhood 
Watch co-ordinators and 
deputies. 

“Prior to this launch, 
checks were only conduct¬ 
ed on an ad-hoc basis and 
at the request of the 
Neighbourhood Watch 
management. 

“Mr Galloway became a 


co-ordinator in April 2010 
and as such was not 
subject to the compulsory 
checks we now have in 
place and therefore his 
previous convictions never 
came to light. 

“When checks are 
conducted by the Force, the 
results of these checks are 
never disclosed to the 
Neighbourhood Watch 
scheme, for data protection 
reasons. 

“However, a recommen¬ 
dation is made to the 
scheme on the suitability of 
that candidate to become a 
co-ordinator or deputy. 

“Where people are 
identified to have previous 
convictions, depending on 
the seriousness of these 
offences, we would 
recommend that a person is 
or isn’t suitable to become a 
co-ordinator. 

“We are satisfied that the 
current checking process 
protects the public 
sufficiently.” 


NORTHAMPTON’S flower displays, parks, 
and open spaces have been declared 
bloomin’ marvellous after winning a 
prestigious award yesterday.

Axed speed cameras had 
caught out 19,500 people

LAST year more than 19,000 
motorists across Northamptonshire 
were caught by a camera exceeding 
the speed limit. 

This week, for the first time, 
Northamptonshire Police and 
Northamptonshire County Council 
released statistics detailing the num¬ 
ber of safety camera offences during 
2010 . 

The data includes a breakdown of 
the number of offences at each fixed 
site camera location, as well as the 
numbers of mobile camera offences 
and hand-held speed gun offences. 

Fixed camera hotspots where drivers 
were caught include: 

■ A422 Farthinghoe: 1,577 drivers 

■ A 508 Roade: 1,456 

■ A605 Thorpe Waterville: 1,063 

■ A5095 Rushmere Road, 
Northampton: 1,029 

■ A 5123 Towcester Road, 
Northampton: 1,019 


■ A5199 Welford Road, 

Northampton: 917 

Releasing this data is in line with a 
move to increase transparency and 
accountability for the public and is 
endorsed by the Department for 
Transport and the Association of Chief 
Police Officers. 

Northamptonshire’s speed cameras 
were switched off earlier this year 
following the withdrawal of the 
Government specific grant for road 
safety which provided the vast majori¬ 
ty of the funding for the 
Northamptonshire Casualty 

Reduction Partnership which dis¬ 
banded. Chief Inspector Sean Bell 
said: “Some people will be 

surprised as this is the first time peo¬ 
ple have seen the numbers. 

“It depends on their perception as it 
is all about driver behaviour. 

“There were 40 fixed camera sites 
and some areas were more of a speed¬ 
ing issue than others. 

“In 2010, 19,500 were caught which 
was slightly down on 21,000 in 2009. 


“Now we have a small dedicated 
team with four vans. 

“From a police perception we would 
have wanted to keep some of the fixed 
site cameras operational and still use 
the mobile vans. 

“However, it is all about the financial 
issue and this is the position we find 
ourselves in 2011.” 

Cl Bell said the police welcomed the 
opportunity to release this informa¬ 
tion and increase transparency about 
the number of offences at safety cam¬ 
era locations throughout the county. 

He added: “A consequence of the 
closure of the partnership was the 
decision to stop the use of fixed safety 
cameras; therefore the locations listed 
are no longer operational. 

“We remain committed to reducing 
road casualties and have set up a new 
safer roads police team to concentrate 
on the targeted use of mobile safety 
cameras across the county. 

“Tragically, 25 people lost their lives 
on the county’s road in 2010 however, 
this represents a 48 per cent reduction 


compared to the baseline period of 
1994 to 1998 when an average of 48 
people lost their lives per year. 

“Northamptonshire Police and the 
county council will continue to work 
collaboratively on road safety issues to 
maintain a joined-up approach.” 

As well as the 19,500 drivers caught 
at fixed camera sites in 2010, a further 
4,638 were also recorded. 

This includes 4,216 being caught by a 
mobile camera. 

Out of these, 2,052 attended a speed 
awareness course, 1,970 accepted the 
fixed penalty and 194 were referred for 
prosecution. 

Speed guns caught a further 422 
motorists. 

Eighty-eight attended a speed 
awareness course, 305 accepted the 
fixed penalty and 29 were referred for 
prosecution.

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Voters shouldn’t be ‘sold’ 


LAST week I filled in my Voter 
Registration form. 

Rather than assuming I wish to keep 
personal details private, I found that 
my data could now be sold on unless I 
ticked the ‘opt out’ box. 

This is unfair as many, still trusting 
the authorities, will likely sign the 
form without proper scrutiny. 

I wrote to my local 
council, (who kindly said they would 
pass my 

complaint on to the Electoral 
Commission) and they confirmed that 
this invasion of privacy is legal under 
the Representation of the People 
Regulations 2006 and the opt out rate 
is 45 per cent. 

I’d hazard a guess that this means 
the other 55 per cent haven’t noticed 
or understood the opt out option as 
I’ve not ever met anyone who is happy 



about their private family data being 
passed on to third parties by either 
government or other corporations. 

I fear this further indicates that both 
national and local governments see 
the public, not as individual people, 
but as nothing more than a cash cow 
and commodity to be bought and 
sold.

IF only one could believe that 
the Liberals have saved the 
NHS (H&P Talking Point 
September 8). 

NHS reform will leave the 
way open for privatisation, 
taxpayers’ money to go into 
the pockets of shareholders 
and accountability to 
disappear. 

The Department of Health 
has already secretly discussed 
plans to hand over the 
running of up to 20 NHS 
hospitals to foreign firms 
such as German company 
Helios. 

GP consortia will buy in 
administrative help from 
private profit-making compa¬ 
nies. 

If your GP consortium or 
hospital goes bust the 
Government would not bail it 
out - then what? 

Despite Liberal reassur¬ 
ances, companies will almost 
certainly cherry-pick lucra¬ 
tive contracts for cheaper 
procedures, leaving local hos¬ 
pitals with a rump of unprof¬ 
itable but vital 

services. 

Specialist services will be 
reorganised - how far will 
some of us have to travel in 
the future for services which 
were provided locally? 

Hospitals will also be 


allowed to treat wealthy 
patients privately ahead of 
NHS patients. 

Now we are seeing 
rationing, rising waiting lists, 
cuts in services such as 
clinical psychology and £30 
million chopped from NGH. 

The NHS is one of the most 
cost-effective health systems 
in the developed world. 

It has saved more lives for 
each pound spent as a 
proportion of national wealth 
than almost any other 
country with the US system 
near the bottom. 

Although health spending 
rose under Labour to 9.3 per 
cent of GDP, this was less than 
Germany with 10.7 per cent 
or the US with 15 per cent and 
it saved far more lives. 

So why are these reforms 
needed? Simply they aren’t - 
this is an ideological attack by 
Government on behalf of big 
business. 

Hopefully Labour will 
commit to reversing this bill 
and taking back privatised 
hospitals and services if they 
are elected in the future. It is 
essential that we all put 
pressure on our politicians 
before we lose our NHS.

Mum left shaken 
as thrown bottle 
misses her son

A YOUNG mum believes her 
son was lucky not to be hurt 
after a man threw a bottle at 
them in a busy shopping 
centre. 

Tamara Ebsworth, 18, 
from Abington, was in 
the Grosvenor 
Centre last 
Thursday when 

I a man shook 
up a bottle of 
coke and 
threw it at her 
pushchair 
which was car¬ 
rying her 14- 
month-old son 
Lloyd. 

The bottle exploded 
covering the young 
mum and her son in the 
drink and narrowly missed 
hitting the tot. 

Miss Ebsworth said: “I had 
gone shopping to the 
Grosvenor Centre and had 
come out of the 
Discovery Store 
when it happened. 
“I heard a loud 
bang and then 
my boy crying, 


covered in coke. If my pushchair 
had been a little to the left it 
would have hit him directly, so 
in a way we were lucky he was 
not seriously hurt.” 

Miss Ebsworth was in shock 
after the incident and has no 
idea why she was singled out in 
the seemingly random attack. 

She said: “He ran off straight 
after he did it, I have no idea 
why and he had no reason to 
do it. It wasn’t like I provoked 
him. 

“The man was fully grown, so 
he must have had something 
wrong with him to do some¬ 
thing like that, to throw a bottle 
at a young mum.” 

Police have launched an 
investigation and are searching 
for the man. They also want to 
speak to a group of three 
women who saw the bottle 
being thrown and spoke to 
Miss Ebsworth shortly after it 
happened.

D emocracy is hard work, we 
are required to maintain and 
strengthen it. Democracy 
must periodically be updated, either 
independently or through concerted 
effort, to meet new challenges. 

This duty is even more vital in the 
modern and ever-changing nation 
we inhabit. 

Our predecessors could scarcely 
have imagined current population 
increases, migration and shifting 
demographics which make it a more 
complex task. 

The foundation of democracy in 
the UK is that every citizen over the 
age of eighteen has a single vote, 
carrying exactly the same weight as 
both their neighbour and a stranger. 

The task of ensuring this is a 
difficult one, requiring a strong 
grasp of facts, figures, places and 
people. This process is an electoral 
review. As briefly referenced in this 
column on August 25, Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council has 
embarked on just such a review. 

The motivation behind this review 
has nothing to do with political gain 
or ideological commitment but is 
wholly independent and driven by 
the large number of electoral 
imbalances in our county. 

Now at this point my column must 
reference technical terms and 
formulae that could make even the 
staunchest statistician scratch their 
head and concentrate hard. 

An electoral imbalance is a 
difference from the average number 
of registered voters in any of our 73 
county council divisions. 

Our current electorate of around 
520,000 is divided by those 73 
divisions to give an average number 


It’s important to make sure 
every resident’s vote counts 


and a difference from this average 
in any division is called an electoral 
imbalance. 

The Local Government Boundary 
Commission for England, a body 
independent of politicians, 
discovered that currently over a 
third of Northamptonshire’s county 
council divisions have an electoral 
imbalance of more than plus or 
minus ten per cent [this equates to 
more than 700 voters]. 

One division in Corby was found to 
have an imbalance of 53 per cent - 
some 3,700 voters. So with those 
startling figures in mind, what does 
that mean for democracy in 
Northamptonshire? 

The answer is simple: in the 
current structure of 73 councillors 
not everybody’s vote counts the 
same. If you are a voter in a division 
which has more electors than the 
average, then arguably your vote 
carries less weight. Vice versa, if 
your division has less voters in it 
than the average then your vote will 
carry more weight. 

That food for thought inevitably 
returned my colleagues and I to the 
duties councillors and council 
officers have in regard to 
maintaining and strengthening local 
democracy. In light of that I fail to 
understand how our electoral review 
can be referred to as a political 
exercise. 

It is true that as part of this review 
a reduction in the number of county 


councillors from its current number 
of 73 is being proposed. 

This proposal cannot be labelled a 
political manoeuvre though, as by 
definition any reduction in councillor 
numbers calculated in line with 
remedying electoral imbalances will 
affect all parties. 

I believe that a reduction in 
councillor numbers is a proportional 
response not only to the real issue 
of electoral imbalance, but as an 
acknowledgment of the current 
financial climate and the council’s 
obligation to cut its cloth 
accordingly. 

The need to think progressively 
and achieve greater efficiency 
extends to elected officials as well 
as services. Our duty as 
representatives is to lead by 
example. If in this ever-changing 
environment that means councillors 
taking on more and all contributing 
fully to the running of their council 
then so be it. 

As a Northamptonshire resident 
and citizen I am thrilled to be 
assisting in delivering stronger 
democracy to our residents. 

I and fellow councillors from all 
political parties have stated many 
times what a privilege it is to serve 
our divisions and our county. 

Ensuring every vote in those 
divisions counts may not be a 
glamorous task, but I struggle to 
remember an exercise more worthy 
of our time and effort.

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Man nicked gum to 
support his wife 
and disabled child

MAGISTRATES condemned a 
29-year-old Romanian man for 
starting to commit a crime less 
than two weeks after arriving in 
the country. 

Wellingborough Magistrates’ 
Court heard on Monday how a 
lack of money drove Marian 
Tufan, of Lower Heston Street, 
Northampton, to steal chewing 
gum from two Morrisons stores in 
the county. 

The court was told how he tried 
to steal chewing gum worth 
£360 from the Morrisons store 
in Northampton on September 
4. 

He had planned to sell the gum 
to friends at a discount rate or 
give it to them in exchange for 
favours. 

Tufan wanted to be able to 
pay his share of the rent and to 
send money back to his wife 
and disabled daughter in 
Romania. 

Six days later on September 10, 
Tufan attempted to steal chewing 


gum valued at £263.23 from the 
Morrisons store in Kettering. 

On this occasion, Tufan was 
seen by the store’s wines and spir¬ 
its manager with a trolley and 
large bag filled with chewing 
gum. 

He abandoned the trolley, start¬ 
ed to walk out of the shop and did 
not try to avoid the security 
guards who stopped him outside 
the store. 

He was cautioned at Corby 
Police station. 

Tufan pleaded guilty to stealing 
the chewing gum in 
Northampton and attempting to 
steal chewing gum in Kettering. 

Nick Stolhner, defending, said: 
“As you gathered he had been 
in this country for about two 
weeks. 

“He had come over here to find 
employment. 

“He found accommodation 
with fellow Romanians in North¬ 
ampton which he rented with 
other friends. 

“For the first week he had no 
money and had fallen into a plan 
to steal chewing gum. 


“The police had cautioned him 
for this.” 

The court was told Tufan trav¬ 
elled by bus from Northampton 
to Kettering with the aim of find¬ 
ing work. 

He knew some friends who 
could help him but when they 
failed to show up he panicked as 
he had no money and did not 
know how he would get back to 
Northampton. 

Mr Stolhner said: “He was well 
aware what he was doing was 
wrong and is very shameful for 
what he was doing.” 

Summing up, magistrate 
Penelope Menzies said: “We have 
listened to what the Probation 
Service has said. 

“What we are going to do is 
recommend a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order in which you have to 
complete 60 hours of unpaid 
work. 

“This is to mark the seriousness 
in which we take your offence. 

“You simply can’t come into this 
country and start to commit 
crime. We hope this is the last 
time we will see you in court.”

MPs to gain wards

NORTHAMPTON is to be split 
into two constituencies that sit 
within the boundaries of the 
borough council for the next 
general election. 

The Boundary Commission of 
England has revealed that 
Northampton North, where 
Michael Ellis is currently MP, 
would be extended to incorporate 
Ecton Brook and Spencer, under 
the proposals. 


Northampton South, which is rep¬ 
resented by Brian Binley MR could 
include all the remaining wards in 
the borough. This would increase 
the number of electors in the area. 

Three of these wards come from 
the South Northamptonshire 
constituency which is set to cover 
three wards from Daventry. 

Andrea Leadsom’s South 
Northamptonshire constituency 
would continue to include all 27 
wards from South Northants. 

Mr Ellis said: “At a time when we 
are having to take difficult 


decisions to deal with Labour’s 
debt and get spending under 
control, MPs must not be exempt. 

“The Government is cutting the 
cost of politics by reducing the 
number of MPs and the size of the 
Commons. This action alone will 
save £12 million a year. 

“The review is also about equal¬ 
ity and fairness across the United 
Kingdom. Constituencies like 
Northampton are being redrawn 
to give everyone’s vote a more 
equal weight, wherever they live 
and I support that.”

1,595 ask for lights 
to shine once more

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council has received 1,595 
requests for street lights to be 
switched back on. 

So far 685 have been processed 
and it is hoped to have assessed 
all the outstanding appeals 
within a fortnight. 

On average, around a third of 
appeals have resulted in some 
changes being made. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “Once the switch-off 
was completed in each area, we 


carried out inspections to assess 
what changes were required and 
have reacted to genuine concerns 
which are evidence based. 

“Anyone who would like to raise 
an issue regarding street lights 
that have been switched off can 
email highways@northampton 
shire.gov.uk 

“All issues raised are looked at as 
part of the checking and valida¬ 
tion which is being carried out on 
an area wide basis. 

“This process will look at the 
decision log for the individual 
light or lights, if there were any on 
site considerations made at the 


time of switch-off, feedback 
received from the night time 
inspection and, of course, the 
individual issues raised by the 
resident.

‘Cunning predator’ 
an extreme danger

A SOLDIER from Northampton 
who raped three teenagers and 
tried to abduct two schoolgirls 
has been jailed indefinitely. 

Last week Jonathan Haynes, 30, 
of Saxon Street, Northampton, 
was given an indeterminate 
sentence for public protection 
and ordered to serve at least 11 
years in prison but was warned 
he may never be released. 

Judge Neil Ford QC, the 
Recorder of Bristol Crown Court, 
described Haynes as a “clever and 
cunning predator” as he passed 
sentence. 

Haynes was found guilty last 
month of six counts of rape, two 
of kidnap and two of attempting 
to kidnap following a three week 
trial. 

Jurors had heard that the first 
kidnap and rape happened on 
September 13, 2009 in 

Chippenham, Wiltshire, when he 
attacked a 16-year-old girl 
making her way home from a 
nightclub. 

lust 13 days later he raped an 
18-year-old student after forcing 



entry to halls of residence in 
Pontypridd, South Wales. 

The following February he 
attempted to snatch the two 
schoolgirls late at night from a 
country lane near Chippenham. 

Weeks later Haynes kidnapped 
a 17-year-old girl from the streets 
of Chippenham and repeatedly 
raped her. 

Haynes denied all the attacks, 
except the final one, which he 
maintained was consensual sex. 

Judge Ford said the attacks on 
the two teenagers were carefully 
planned. 


“Again this offence was well 
planned and ruthlessly and 
efficiently executed,” he told an 
expressionless Haynes. 

“You have raped three young 
women and in each case you 
subjected them to multiple 
indignities and the attack on 
each victim was sustained. 

“You went to great lengths to 
eradicate your crimes and you 
greatly damaged your victims. 

“You have expressed no 
remorse at all for your offending 
and you still deny you were 
responsible for the offences. 

“There is nothing that can be 
said in mitigation save that you 
are a man of previously good 
character. 

“I have considered whether you 
are a dangerous offender and 
pose a risk to the public from 
further specified offences. 

“The manner of your offending 
leads me to the conclusion that 
you remain an extreme and 
continuing danger to young 
women. 

“You are undoubtedly a clever 
and cunning predator. You still do 
not accept culpability for what 
you have done.”

Night shift works 
boost busy route

OVERNIGHT resurfacing work 
on the Kingsthorpe Corridor 
project will take place to reduce 
disruption for motorists, 
residents and businesses. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council started work yesterday 
which will take place over nine 
nights between 8pm and 6am - 
with the road opening each day 
for the morning rush hour. 

It will only take place between 
Mondays and Fridays and 
Harborough Road and Welford 
Road will, in general, only be 


closed to through traffic in one 
direction at a time, with the 
carriageway in the opposite 
direction kept open. 

During the time traffic is 
prohibited from travelling either 
north or south it will be required 
to use the appropriate, signed 
diversion. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez De Savage, 
county council cabinet member 
for transport, highways, infra¬ 
structure and public protection, 
said: “Work is progressing well 
and although there has inevitably 
been some disruption, we’ve tried 
to keep this to a minimum and all 
businesses on the stretch of road 


are open as usual. The 
Kingsthorpe corridor is a busy 
route into the town centre and I 
believe this work will go a long 
way to ensure the road system 
can accommodate the growing 
amount of traffic and, at the same 
time, persuade people to use 
public transport by bringing 
more consistency and efficiency 
to bus journey times.” 

The project as a whole has 
moved into the third phase which 
focuses on the roads around the 
Cock Hotel junction. 

These works will continue as 
normal during the day, while the 
night time works are carried out.

Cops happy 
with drop in 
hate crimes

FIGURES released by the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO) show the 
number of hate crimes 
recorded by Northampton¬ 
shire Police have reduced by 
7.5 per cent. 

In 2010 541 of these type of 
crimes were recorded where 
the victim, or any other 
person, felt that the criminal 
offence was motivated by 
hostility based on a person’s 
race, religion, sexual orienta¬ 
tion, disability or perceived 
transgender status. 

In 2009 there were 585, 
meaning 44 less recorded 
incidents. This is in line with a 
national reduction of 7.3 per 
cent. 

Further statistics released 
by the Home Office show 
racist incidents recorded by 
the Force fell by 13 per cent in 
the last year. 

There were 801 recorded 
incidents in 2010/11 
compared with 926 in 
2009/10 - a reduction of 125. 

There were 937 incidents in 
2008/09. 

Nationally there was a seven 
per cent reduction across 
England and Wales in the 
number of recorded racist 
incidents. 

During the past year, 
Northamptonshire Police 
have worked closely with 
local authorities and partner 
agencies to raise the profile of 
hate crime and the variety of 
reporting mechanisms and 
support facilities available to 
victims. 

A detailed campaign raising 
the profile of hate crime was 
undertaken last year. 

Community Safety 


Inspector Helen Pritchett, 
said: “The figures show the 
Force is in a good position 
nationally with reduced hate 
crime incidents recorded, 
however we are not 
complacent about this issue. 

“There is always a balance 
to be achieved between 
reporting levels and the 
current high levels of satisfac¬ 
tion with the victims that we 
are engaged with. 

“These figures currently 
stand at 90.8 per cent. 

“We understand a number 
of hate incidents may go 
unreported because people 
may either not consider it to 
be hate crime related or may 
not feel comfortable 
contacting the police. 

“We have been working 
closely with our partners to 
highlight alternative options 
available to people and 
encourage reporting. 

“At this present time there is 
no evidence to suggest that 
there are any areas within our 
communities who are not 
confident to report incidents 
to us. 

“We have seen increases in 
certain areas of hate crime, 
such as faith with an increase 
of four recorded incidents 
from five to nine and sexual 
orientation with an increase 
of 33 from 31 to 64 recorded 
incidents. 

“We would view this as a 
positive indicator that areas 
which have been historically 
underreported, people are 
now feeling more confident in 
contacting the police. 

“We are committed to 
providing a service that is 
accessible to anyone that 
needs to report an incident or 
a crime especially those 
motivated by hate.”

RUGBY UNION 

NOAH Cato feels that Northampton Saints are yet to 
really see what he is capable of and is ready to put 
that right against London Irish on Saturday. 

The winger moved to Franklin’s Gardens in the 
summer after four seasons with Aviva Premiership 
rivals Saracens, and has not had to wait long to get 
involved. 

Cato has started in both the win over Gloucester 
and last Friday’s defeat away to Harlequins, but 
believes he needs to start playing a bigger role to 
help the team. 

“It’s important, as a player who can potentially 
maKe things happen, to be dominant and get 
involved in the game,” he said. 

“Against Gloucester I didn’t have as much 
involvement as I would have liked, but as a team we 
played well and we won it. 

“It’s not about me, but in terms of what I need to 
bring to Northampton, I need to get involved more. 

“We’ve got the players where if we’re all firing as 
individuals then the team is going to function, but 
we’re definitely a squad - we don’t rely on 
individuals. 

“We’re all looking to do our own job, personally, 
that means getting my hands on the ball and getting 
involved. 

“Everyone has got their own role to play and 
everyone is pretty aware of what they are here to 
do. 

“The messages from the top are pretty clear, 
pretty simple and we are all ready to go.” 

Last week’s Premiership match at the Stoop - a 
26-13 reverse - will have no doubt seen a tick in the 
‘room for improvement’ column by Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder. 

Cato put that loss down to a lack of composure, 
and they now host a London Irish side who have 
suffered defeats by five points or fewer in both of 
their opening games. 


He said: “Harlequins was a frustrating review to do 
because we did actually create chances and we 
didn’t take them. 

“That was one of the major lessons we learnt from 
that. We weren’t very composed, but it is probably 
better to have that come along early in the season 
and be able to adjust it rather than something to 
sneak up later on. 

“Looking forward to London Irish, they have been 
in a similar situation two weeks in a row where they 
have had two narrow losses and they’ll be 
dangerous. 

“I’m sure they’ll be hurting and looking to do a job 
on us, but we’re aware of that and preparing as best 
we can.” 

The absence of Chris Ashton on World Cup duty 
has allowed Cato the chance to stake a claim for 
one of the wing berths when he returns. 

And the 23-year-old is also keen to put his hand up 
for international recognition, having represented 
England at age group level, the Saxons and on the 
sevens circuit. 

Cato said: “Having a move to a club like this is very 
positive and was certainly with half an eye on 
getting back to where I believe I should be playing.

JUST under 34 years have passed since 
Northampton Town first faced the original 
incarnation of Wimbledon FC. That game - 
a 2-0 defeat at Plough Lane - started a run 
that meant the Cobblers failed to win in any 
of their four league trips to Southwest Lon¬ 
don. 

Times have changed. The original Dons 
have since upped sticks and moved to 
Milton Keynes, while AFC Wimble¬ 
don have replaced them and now 
find themselves playing in the Foot¬ 
ball League after winning promotion via last 
season’s Blue Square Bet Premier play-offs. 

But an impressive start to their first 
season in League Two was derailed by 
Northampton, who secured a much needed 
three points at Kingsmeadow despite 
having Nick McKoy sent off on the stroke of 
half time. 

They were already leading at that point 
thanks to Adebayo Akinfenwa’s penalty, but 
two goals from inspirational midfield 
maestro Michael Jacobs in the second half 
ensured a deserved 3-0 win.

“We went a goal up, had two or three 
chances before that and even when we went 
down to ten men we still created chances.

Everyone 
did their job - everyone threw themselves in 
front of things.

Saints start was Long time coming

ANDY Long had to wait two years for his first 
start in Northampton Saints colours, and now the 
experienced hooker has no intention of letting 
anyone take his starting place away from him 
without a fight. 

Since signing for the club in November 2009, 
Long had been limited to appearances from the 
replacements’ bench. That was until Brett 
Sharman went down with a knee injury before 
the opening Aviva Premiership fixture against 
Gloucester. 

In a career which has seen him play all over, 
from Irish giants Munster to CR El Salvador in the 
rugby outpost of Spain, as well as two fleeting 
caps for England that came four years apart, it is 
just another one of those times where he has 
needed patience. 

But Long feels his hard work on the training 
ground and featuring for the Wanderers in the A 
League is finally paying off, and he is not ready to 


give up the number two shirt any time soon. 

“I feel like I’ve worked pretty hard to get this 
opportunity to play and I’ve been knocking on the 
door of the coach’s office saying, ‘I want my 
opportunity to play’, and it has been a long time 
coming,” he said. 

“I feel now like I’ve got to make sure I perform 
every week to make certain that I keep hold of 
the shirt because there is a lot of competition. 
There’s Brett and Mikey Haywood as well, and 
there’s a balance there.

Di Resta steers clear

PAUL di Resta claimed his second points 
finish in three races with an eighth place in 
Sunday’s Italian Grand Prix at Monza.

The German said: “I made a good start, but I 
was in the middle of a lot of cars and I 
couldn’t really gain any positions. 

“Then the biggest problem was Liuzzi 
spinning and hitting the field at turn one. I 
was on the inside and I had to go into the 
gravel to avoid the crashed cars, which cost 
me a lot of time. 

“Fortunately my car was fine with no 
damage so I was still able to continue. I was 
running on the medium tyre so things looked 
OK and I felt points could still be possible. 

“A few laps later the power steering went 
so I knew I had a problem. I tried to 
downshift into turn three and I couldn’t so I 
had to park the car. As we saw with Paul’s 
result, we missed out on getting two car in 
the points.”

NATFIAN Reeve believes that Prizefighter will 
be the springboard for him to move on to 
bigger and better things after being granted 
a slot in next month’s super flyweight 
tournament at the Liverpool Olympia. 

Reeve was confirmed as one of the six 
names for the event on Wednesday, October 
12, and joins a high-quality field that includes 
British champion Lee Flaskins [22[ll]-2],

“It still hasn’t really settled in yet,” said 
Reeve.

TFIERE was an eerie similarity to two years ago as 
Northamptonshire’s players waited following their final 
game of the 2011 LV= County Championship season to find 
out whether or not they would be promoted to Division 
Two. 

In 2009 they were denied on the last day when Essex 
beat Derbyshire to clinch the runners-up spot in the 
division, and yesterday all eyes were on the Oval where 
promotion rivals Surrey were also in action. 

As it transpired, they completed a crushing innings and 
126 run triumph over Derbyshire midway through the 
afternoon. The nine-wicket win over Gloucestershire at the 
County Ground proved in vain for Northants, unless 
Leicestershire can somehow fashion a highly improbable 
victory over Middlesex today. 

It’s not the end to the season many expected for the 
county, especially after they led the way for most of the 
campaign. Yet captain Andrew Flail said: “Whichever way 
the last game goes, I feel the season has been successful 
for us. We didn’t have a good Twenty20, obviously, but in 
the Championship, and to a certain extent in the CB40, 
we’ve played really well. 

“We’ve grown massively as a side, we’ve grown our young 
players and individuals for the future which is a really good 
sign. Young players like Rob Newton came through and 
played more games for us, Alex Wakely has grown 
massively and put in big performances. 

“David Willey is now playing well, Niall [O’Brien] and 
[David] Murphy playing well, and Kyle [Coetzer] coming in at 
the back end. Whichever way it goes, next season we can 
kick on and improve again.” 

Northants went into the final game against 
Gloucestershire knowing that only a win would be enough 
to keep in with a chance of promotion. But despite getting 
off to a poor start, a fine all-round showing from David 
Willey laid the foundations for the victory. 

Fie hit 64 in the first innings as they made 343 all out, 
along with 84 from Kyle Coetzer and 86 from Flail, and 
followed that up with five wickets in each innings to finish 
with match figures of 10-75. 

It was Willey’s first Championship appearance of the 
season and he drew praise from Flail. 

The skipper said: “Unfortunately, with him he hasn’t played 
much four-day cricket due to his shins and everything else 
that has happened, but coming back in he has shown us 
what he is capable of. Fie came out two seasons ago when 
he first signed with us as a youngster and played really 
well, and showed us some potential. 

“Fie is definitely one for the future and we’re just going to 
have to do a lot of hard work with him over the winter to 
make sure we can get him as strong and as fit a possible. 

“I think he’s very strong and fit as it is, but just to make 
sure his shins last for us, get him in the right frame and 
hopefully next season he can come in and continue to give 
us performances like that.”

Flail is now looking to 2012, saying: “It’s looking really 
positive.

“The same as this year, we’ve got to make sure that the 
guys work hard throughout the year, not take anything for 
granted and, especially in the last third of the season when 
those games come, that we stay on top of things. 

“We’ve struggled in one or two of the games when we 
haven’t had our strike bowlers bowling as well as we have 
wanted to, but that’s something to work on for the future 
and get our guys geed up and raring to go at all times.”

JIM Mallinder is not expecting Northampton

Sheridan damaged his left should in Saturday’s 
opening 13-9 victory over Argentina in Dunedin 
and has been ruled out for the rest of the tour¬ 
nament as a result.

Although not named in the final 30-man team 
to travel to New Zealand, Doran-Jones has been 
on standby, having been a member of the initial 
45-man training squad. London Wasps’ Tim 
Payne is also amongst those that could get the 
call. Saints director of rugby Mallinder does not 
expect any decision to be made just yet. 

He said: “My understanding is that they are not 
going to make any sort of call-up just yet, they 
are going to take a look around. 

“They did take five props and they’ve still got 
four props there, so I think we’ll just be watching 
this space a little bit and at this moment in time 
we’ve heard nothing. 

“Being very selfish, you would want all of your 
players here, but if he got the call-up then we 
would be very delighted that he had that oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

Any decision on a replacement for Sheridan is 
unlikely to be made until after Sunday’s second 
Pool B match against Georgia, with manager 
Martin Johnson expected to rotate his team to 
give other players match practise against one of 
the smaller nations. 

One change that will be enforced is in the sec¬ 
ond row with Northampton’s Courtney Lawes 
serving the first match of a ban after being 
found guilty of striking Argentine hooker Mario 
Ledesma with his knee in England’s first game. 

Lawes was cited for the first half incident and 
subsequently found guilty, which saw him given 
a two-week suspension - two games in the con¬ 
text of the World Cup - and ruled out of this 
weekend’s game and the clash with Romania.

“It wasn’t dangerous, it was hard and it hurt 
the opposition, but it was a fair tackle. He’s 
probably a little bit unfortunate, but that’s the 
way he plays and hopefully when he comes 
back after two weeks rest he will be fresh.” 

Lawes started that match along with Ben 


Foden and Chris Ashton, although those two 
saw very little of the ball during a bruising, for¬ 
ward dominated clash with the Pumas. 

Dylan Hartley and Tom Wood were also on the 
replacements bench, with Hartley making an 
impressive cameo appearance to help England 
snatch victory. 

Mallinder said: “I watched the game and I 
think our two back three players like to get the 
ball in their hands, so for them to be effective 
you have to get on the front foot and to play a 
fast game. It probably wasn’t that sort of game 
for them. It was unfortunate that Woody didn’t 
get on, and when Dylan did come on I thought 
that he played really well and made a really 
good impact. Courtney was Courtney, and got 
around and worked.” 


Two of the Saints’ other internationals were in 
action yesterday, with new signing George Pisi 
playing the full 80 minutes as Samoa defeated 
Namibia 49-12 in their first match in Pool D. 
Their next game is against Wales on Sunday. 

Soane Tonga’uiha was on the replacements 
bench for Tonga in their match against Canada, 
making an appearance in the second half. How¬ 
ever, two tries in the last 12 minutes secured a 
25-20 victory for the Canucks.
